Wnlcr. not rohl, is Ihe cause i>f DM 
delrrlorialtnn of mads in winter, ac- 
cording to Ihe road specialist* of tho 
department Cold weather does not 
In Hself Injure road*, no matter 
whether Ihoy are earth, gravel, or 
macadam. In fart, an earth road will 
stand more traffir when II I* solidly 
fro/en than at any other time. Fx- 
ress water, however, is always detri- 
Mhl M a highway. When rold 
weather turns 1 h i « water into ire, 
Ihe damage dial il |M Is grratly In- 
creased. Ire occupies considerably 
more space than Hie water from 
which it is formed, and every person 
who has lived in a cold climate is 
fam.liar with Ihe powerful bursting 
effect of water when left lo freeje in 
« routined vessel. The same action 
takes place when a wet road freezes 
'.) any considerable depth. It simply 
bursts, or. as we generally term it in 
road parlance, the road heaves. Lat- 
er, when the fro«t leaves, the road Is 
disintegrated and ruts badly. If this 
process is repealed a number of 
times during the winter, a gravel or 
macadam road may be prarlically 
destroyed, while nn earth road may 
become entirely impassable. 

A dry r«ad will not heave, nook, 
gravel, sand, and even rlay when 
perfectly dry ronlrart slightly on 
freezing In order to expand on 
freezing. Ihese materials must ron- 
taln or he mixed with water, and Ihe 
more waler they contain the greater 
the expansion which lakes place. 
Put so l»ng as the road remains 
frozen the damage does not become 
apparent. Hence the frequent and 
emmcou. idea that it I* the thaw 
which injures the road. The injury 
«a» done when the water in the road 
froze and Ihe particles of the road 
surface brok.-n -(mio. sand, or still 
finer partklan "f earth or day were 
pushed apart by the expanding 
power of the freezing waler. The 
thaw m»rely allows the ice to melt 
and assume its original volume as 



The remedy is self-evident. Keep 
the wuter out of the road. The time 



lo begin preventive meaaurea is 
early in Ihe fall, before the rain* be- 
gin If Ihe road goes into Ihe wlnler 
thoroughly dry, with Ihe surface and 
drainage in good rondition, the 
chances are extremely favorable that 
it will come out all right the follow- 
ing spring. 

Keep (he ditches and drains open 
Remove nil accumulation" of weeds, 
grass, etc.. which lend lo retain 
moisture and obstrurl. drainage 
Furthermore, do Ibis work early, 
while the ground is still dry and 
hard. Vegetation and litter hold 
like a sponge and allow it gradually 
to soak in and soften Ihe earth. The 
■oh before the road man is to keep 
the hard, dry surface formed in the 
summer time from becoming soften- 
ed by Ihe fall and winter rain* and 
snows. When Ihe fall rains begin 
Ihe earfh or gravel road should be 
dragged frequently to prevent the 
formation of nils and Ihe collection 
of water. All raveled plares on ma- 
cadam surfaces should he carefully 
j filled in and consolidated. 

During Ihe winter, whenever a 
i thaw is coming on. the cross drains 
and side ditches should be opened 
up as far as possible so as to prevent 
Ihe waler collect ing along the road- 
way. If Ihe thaw is so pronounced 
that Ihe roadway is softened, the 
drag should be used; sometimes one 
round trip of the drag, with the 
hitch reversed, will entirely rid the 
earth road of slush and melting snow 
and Irave (be r >ad surface practical- 
ly dry. Don't get the idea that Ihe 
drag is n"t needed on your earth and 
bt.ivoI roads in Ihe winter time. In- 
stead, keep it where you can M 
it readily, for if Ihe w inter is an or- 
dinary one you will need it many 
limes. 

Winter destruction begins in the 
early fall. The best way to prevent 
/inch destruction is to forestall it. 
Keep Mie road dry and remember 
that M lone as it remains so il will 
not be seriously injured by frost. 
Keep Hie drains open, Ihe dilrhes 
I'lear, PMMSra all vegetation and lit- 
ter, and use the drag frequently. If 
the road is kepi dry to a depth of J 
Itwl below the surface there will be 
little trouble from the coldest win- 
der.

AMERICA EASY PREY FOR INVAD- 
ING rORCES

tation. Not a poorly trained or a de- 
ficiently equipped soldier should be 
permitted among them. They should, 
jin every way, be models for the 
other classes of soldiers. As the 
regulars are, the reserves are likely 
to be. The American people should 
be ashamed if they permit any so- 
cial distinction that degrades our 
soldiers. Their uniforms should be 
badges of honor, not liveries of 
shame. Entrance to our army should 
be hailed as a high privilege and 
not as the sullen performance of an 
unwilling duty. 

The specifications for our national 
reserves should demand young men 
of strong bodies, of common sense, 
and of at least a common school 
education, as well as the possession 
of soldierly traits of character. Their 
training should be rigid, thorough 
and complete, and their salaries and 
subsistence such as to invite the en- 
listment of the very best material. 
When they return to private life, 
their drills, practice, sanitation, and 
marksmanship should be followed 
up with the very greatest care, and 
their training, instead of being al- 
lowed to decrease, should be con- 
stantly improved, and there should 
also be provided for them regularly 
such a course of intellectual study as 
is calculated to discipline and culti- 
vate their minds in matters of true 
military and patriotic concern. 

Too great stress cannot be laid 
upon the enrollment, training, and 
equipment for military service of 
the young men of our schools, col- 
leges, universities, and other civil 
bodies, for here we have not only the 
physical qualifications of the soldier, 
but high class mental training as 
well, and this is always coupled 
with true patriotism and high devo- 
tion to duty. 1 believe this to be 
one of the most promising sources 
from which we may obtain good sol- 
diers for the defense of our country 
in the future. In England today Ox- 
ford and Cambridge universities are 
practically deserted, their students 
being on the continent battling he- 
roically for their country. At our 
own doors, at Bingham school, un- 
der that fine master. Colonel Robert 
Bingham, and that keen army in- 
structor. Captain 0. F. Snyder, we 
have a striking illustration of what 
military training in our schools can 
do for young men. Here we have a 
fine body of young fellows, with 
erect form, sound bodies, martial 
bearing, and trained discipline, and 
every one of them who has entered 
the military service of his country 
has performed his duty with marked 
ability and honorable distinction. In 
addition to preparation Tor the de- 
fense of their country, such training 
of our young men is to them an in- 

ilnable physical and social asset. 
This is especially true in an age 
when we have certain tendencies to 
effeminacy and weakness, at a time 
when the average young man eats 
too much, wears too much, sees too 
much, and sleeps too little. There 
should be some provision, either by 
the nation or by the state, or by 
both, by which our high school boya 
• should have at least training in the 
rudiments of military tactici, aa 
they do in Switzerland and Aus- 
tralia today,, and no boy should be 
permitted to attain the age of twen- 
ty-one without owning, and know- 
ing how to shoot, a good rifle, and in 
his education sound discipline, man- 
ly courage, strict punctuality, high 
'devotion to duty and patriotic love 
of country should be deeply in- 



either the nation or the 
support to which it is justly enti- 
tled, has, nevertheless, n splendid 
hi«lory. has often covered itself with 
glory and is capable of vast and oso- 
iful military service. Instead of con- 
sisting of only (27.410, including of- 
ficers n nd men. as it does today. It 
should be raised to .WOOO men. its 
standards should be improved, it* 
men should be better paid, its train- 
ing should be made more thorough 
and its constitutional functions 
should he more clearly and definite- 
ly defined. Considering the small 
cost of its tipkeep, in connection 
with its splendid achievements, it is 
entitled to the very highest praise 
Although it is not my purpose to 
speak of our navy nl this time. I, 
mm til f la H take the liberty of ob- 
serving ft,a< it should he raised to 
a fighi i;.g force of af len«t fitly high 
cltp« b;if!lr>hips. with nil the necs- 
•>a: v subordinate and auxiliary craf! . 
that all of its parts and equipments 
should be thoroughly coordinated 
and brought up to date; thai every 
ship should be fully officered and 
manned; and thai it should, withal, 
be brought to a rank among the 
navie, of the world second only to 
that of f!reat Britain. This, of course

cannot ne none at once, put it snoutn 
be the goal for which we strive 
i But you say all this will cost 
something. Certainly it will. And it 
\ should. It will he worth some- 
thing. But when we are about to 
spend money for necessary national 
defense, we should no more stand 
hack on expense than when we go to 
buy food nnd clothes for our chil- 
dren, or to employ a doctor, to treat 
Pur family, or to procure any other 
actual necessary of life which we 
must have whether it comes high or 
romes low. It is a case where ex- 
pense is not a consideration. Ade- 
quate preparation for defence would 
be cheap at any price. I have no 
lOSSi. r ' ■' 'he o io who is unwilling 
In fight for his country, or to contri- 
bute to its necessary defense, and I 
can scarcely Irust myself to describe 
him. He neither loves his country 
nor ptMMMN Usa liner traits of the 
soul. But as a matter of fad. the 
cost of the additional defences 
which I advocate would entail u * 
very large expenditure. A very con- 
siderable part of the overhead ex- 
pense of this increase i< already tin t, 
since no additional physical or hous- 
ing plants, or administrative forces, 
would he necessary, leaving only the 
items of food, clothing and pay to 
be provided for. A large saving 
could be effected by cutting out a 
number of our needless army posts, 
some of which owe their existence 
not to the demands of the service 
but to the pork barrel proclivities of 
politicians more ambitious than pa- 
triotic. 

And now, anticipating the cry of 
"militarism," let me say that the lit- 
tle nucleus of a standing army of 
150,000 men, which I propose, is only 
■ne-sixth of the standing peace army 
of Germany, although she is only 
one-seventeenth of our size and has 
but three-fifths of our population: 
is only one-flfth of that of France, 
with only one-seventeenth of our 
size and hut one-third of our popu- 
lation' is but one-fourth that of 
Austria-Hungary, with but one-fif- 
teenth of our size and one-half of 
our population; is only one-tenth of 
that of Russia with twice our area 
and one and a half times our popula- 
tion; is but one-half that of Great 
Britain (exclusive of her colonies), 
with but one-half of our population. 
There can never be any "militarism" 
in this country. Whoever raises the 
cry either does not know what he 
says or does not care. In either case, 
he is to be pitied. Our military and 
our civil affairs are as completely 
as are our church and 
We are not in the least dan- 
ger of military dominancy. Our only 
danger is that we shall never be able 
to arouse the necessary military 

tection. 

My earnest hope is that every 
American citizen, unbiased by party 
interest, and unswayed by personal 
prejudice, may become, seriously in- 
terested in the preparation of his
